CYCLISTS could soon be banned 
from riding their bikes through Har¬ 
low town centre under new proposals 
being considered by councillors. 

Plans to outlaw cycling through shopping 
areas in The High, Old Harlow, The Stow and 
Bush Fair have cross-party support but will be 
subject to public consultation before they can 
be implemented. 

The issue was discussed by Harlow 
Council’s executive committee after Essex 
Police recommended it introduce a byelaw to 
address the growing number of complaints 
from shoppers and disabled people intimidat¬ 
ed by “nuisance” cyclists. 

Although there was some confusion as to 
whether the use of mobility scooters would be 
restricted by the proposals, council officers 
gave an assurance that any byelaw introduced 
could be adapted to suit the requirements for 
“responsible members of the public”.

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Labour fury at crem 
'privatisation' deal

HARLOW’S ageing council-run cre¬ 
matorium is to get a major refurbish¬ 
ment after councillors agreed to allow 
a private firm to run the facility. 

Despite fierce opposition from Labour, the 
authority’s executive committee agreed on 
Thursday to lease Parndon Wood Cremator¬ 
ium to the as-yet unnamed company on a 25- 
year contract which will secure long-term 
investment. 

Although the firm will be responsible for 
running the service, Harlow Council will 
retain ownership, receiving rent and taking a 
share of annual profits. 

The authority’s preferred bidder has put 
forward plans for extensive refurbishment of 
the chapel, entrance porch and waiting room 
as well as improvements to the crematorium’s 
grounds and an overhaul of the car park and 
access routes. 

Modern cremation equipment will also be 
installed to ensure cremations remain compli¬ 
ant with changing legal requirements while 
lowering the service’s carbon footprint. 

According to the report put before the 
committee, all staff currently employed at the 
crematorium will be kept on by the new man¬ 
agement as part of the agreement. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said the 
authority could not afford to fund the neces¬ 
sary improvements to the facility and insisted 
the part-privatisation deal was “the only sen¬ 
sible way forward”. 

“I’m ashamed of some of the things that 
have gone on at the crematorium, and the fact 
is we haven’t got the money to put things 
right,” he said.

Elderly driver to 
stand trial over 
crash which left 
two people dead 

AN elderly motorist accused of causing 
the deaths of his wife and a Harlow 
motorcyclist in a road collision will 
stand trial at Chelmsford Crown Court 
in the summer. 

Reginald Moulton (78), of Greenstead 
Road, Loughton, was charged with two 
offences of causing death by careless 
driving following the accident on the 
A113 London Road at Ongar on August 
16, 2009. 

He was driving a Mitsubish Pajero 
which was in collision with a Yamaha 
motorbike ridden by father-of- 
five Denroy Dixon (45), a kitchen fitter 
from Burley Hill, Harlow. 

Moulton’s 72-year-old wife Maureen 
and Mr Dixon suffered fatal injuries in 
the accident. 

Moulton appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday when he 
entered pleas of not guilty to both 
charges. 

He was further remanded on bail by 
Judge Christopher Ball until his trial 
which is scheduled to start on June 1.

Although Liberal Democrat leader Chris 
Millington backed the plans, Labour council¬ 
lors blasted the deal. 

Deputy group leader Jean Clark described 
the move as “privatisation of the dead” while 
Labour leader Mark Wilkinson warned that 
residents could expect cremation charges to 
soar. 

“I believe this administration has always 
wanted to palm the service off to the highest 
bidder as quickly as possible rather than try¬ 
ing to face up to the issues themselves,” he 
said. 

“Nowhere in the report have we seen any 
indication of how much people using the 
service under private management will be 
expected to pay, but the likelihood is that 
charges will rocket.”

Joel Charles, chairman of the community 
and citizenship policy working group, said: 
“Police have received ongoing complaints 
of people cycling within the pedestrian 
precincts of various shopping areas across 
Harlow. 

“The council has also been approached 
by disabled residents who are intimidated 
by cyclists in pedestrian zones and fear the 
risk of a collision. 

“We want cyclists to observe common 
courtesy and dismount in shopping areas. I 
am confident the result of this consultation 
will be to give us the powers needed to 
deter persistent cycling offenders. 

He added: “I realise that Harlow has 
many responsible cyclists and any change 
would not be aimed at penalising them.” 

Sergeant Chris Gould, of Essex Police, 
said: “We are constantly approached by 
members of the public regarding people 
who disregard no cycling signs, often 
resulting in some near misses where pedes¬ 
trians could have been seriously injured. 

“We carried out a survey in Harlow town 
centre to assess the problem and are cur¬ 
rently in consultation with the council to 
consider the introduction of a new cycling 
byelaw in some shopping areas.” 

But John Curry, vice chairman of local 
cycling group Cycle Harlow, insisted the 
introduction of a new byelaw was unneces¬ 
sary. “I think we should be allowed to cycle 
carefully,” he said. “There is a difference 
between young thoughtless kids who cycle 
ferociously on these BMX bikes with no 
brakes, and those who cycle with due care. 

“I often cycle through the mentioned 
squares and it has never been a problem. 
Common sense should prevail with cycling 
in a thoughtful way permitted and those 
putting people in danger apprehended.”

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Co-op breaking down 
barriers of disability

AN innovative scheme to give 
adults with learning 
disabilities the chance to help 
out in the local community is 
seeking the support of 
volunteers. 

Elbow Grease, a non-profit co¬ 
operative based in Harlow, offers 
services such as housework, 
shopping and dog-walking, but 
needs to recruit more helpers to get 
it fully up and running. 

Senior co-ordinator Jane 
McSweeney said: “The aim of the 
Elbow Grease co-operative is to 
build links into the local 
community and break down barriers 
faced by our members on a daily 
basis. 

“Our plan is for our members to 
offer a service to others in the area 

- particularly the elderly, the ill and 
temporarily or permanently disabled 

- which they will also benefit from. 
“It’s good for them to have the 
increased social interaction and feel 
included in the community. Equally, 
our clients benefit from the 



affordable, friendly and reliable 
service we provide.” 

Elbow Grease, which was launched 
last June, currently has 24 members 
with disabilities ranging from mild 
learning disorders to non- 
communicative autism. A further 11 
people are currently going through 
the compulsory induction training 
programme and Criminal Records 
Bureau check. 

“My hope is that with some more 
volunteers to accompany our 
members and clients hiring them, 


we will soon be recognised as an 
established company,” said Jane. “If 
some more experienced people 
came on board, we could start 
involving members with more 
severe disabilities. I know they 
could also really benefit from this.” 
Elbow Grease charges £5 an hour 
for its services, which also include 
light food preparation, light 
gardening and befriending those 
who would like some company. 
“Through my years of working with 
these groups of people I have seen 


the prejudice and fear that is 
assumed against them,” said Jane. 
“Elbow Grease is about creating 
more opportunities and making the 
community at large focus on these 
people’s abilities rather than just 
their disabilities.”

THE funeral has taken 
place of Harlow’s oldest 
resident who died over the 
Christmas period. 

Mamui Duong, who was 
113, was born in Vietnam in 
1897 but fled the country 
with her family during the 
Vietnam War in the 1970s. 
She passed away at 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital on December 29. 
Mrs Duong had seven 
children - four sons and 
three daughters - 36 
grandchildren and 49 great¬ 
grandchildren. 

Having lost her husband 
early from illness, she lived 
in Hong Kong as a refugee 
for some years before 
coming to England. She 
moved to Harlow in 1984 
where she lived until her 
death. 

“She lived a long but hard 
life,” said grandson Choi 
Hang, owner of Zenz 
Oriental restaurant in Old 
Harlow. “Losing her 
husband young, more than 
50 years ago, meant she 
spent over half her life 
without him and then of 
course she had to flee her 
home because of the war 
and start again in a 
completely new country.” 
Around 120 mourners 
attended her Buddhist 
funeral service which was 
held at Forest Park 
Cemetery and 
Crematorium. 

“We plan to take her ashes 
back to China and reunite 
her finally with her 
husband,” said Mr Hang. 
“That’s what she would 
have wanted.” 


HORRIFIED neighbours have 
spoken of their shock after their 
neighbourhood was rocked by a 
knife attack which left a Harlow 
man in hospital. 

Two people appeared in court this 
week in connection with last Wednes¬ 
day’s attack in Fullers Mead in which 
the victim, named as Nigel Walters (26), 
sustained a stab wound to his liver. 

He was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital following the incident. Police 
said this week he was in a stable condi¬ 
tion. 

One resident told the Star: “I’d just 
put my kids to bed when my seven year- 
old daughter came downstairs and told 
me she’d heard lots of noise. 

“She said she heard someone say 
they’ve been stabbed. At first I thought 
she’d been having a nightmare but then I 
looked out the window and saw all the 
emergency vehicles. It was really fright¬ 
ening.” 

A couple living a few doors down 
from the scene returned from holiday to 
find the street had been cordoned off by 
police. 

“We came home about 10pm on the 
night and by the time we got home

everyone was here - all the police and 
everything. We didn’t know what to 
think, it was a huge shock. 

“We’ve been here for 50-odd years 
and although the police are here from 
time to time, this is certainly the most 
dramatic thing we’ve ever seen.” 

# A 41-year-old woman and a 16-year- 
old boy were arrested and charged fol¬ 
lowing the incident. They appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court on 
Friday. 

Emily Hardiment, of Potters Field, 
Harlow, is accused of inflicting grievous 
bodily harm with intent, possession of 
an offensive weapon, affray and causing 
criminal damage. She was remanded in 
custody to appear before a judge at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on March 21. 

The teenager, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, is accused of possess¬ 
ing a Samurai sword as an offensive 
weapon, making threats to kill and 
affray. He was granted bail. 

A 21-year-old man from Harlow has 
also been arrested in relation to the inci¬ 
dent.

Card skimmer 
found on bank 
cash machine 

PEOPLE who have used a 
cash dispenser at a bank in 
Old Harlow have been 
advised to check their 
accounts after it was targeted 
by fraudsters. 

A bank card ‘skimming’ 
device used to obtain bank 
account details and pin 
numbers was attached to the 
machine at Barclays Bank, 
in London Road, on Friday. 
Anyone who has used the 
machine recently should 
check that no fraudulent 
transactions have been made 
on their accounts. 

Crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony, of Harlow 
police, said: “Be aware of 
who is around you when 
withdrawing cash from a 
machine, check it thoroughly 
and try to make sure that 
your PIN number is kept 
private when entering it into 
the keypad. 

“If your card gets stuck in 
the machine, contact your 
bank or card issuer 
immediately to get the card 
cancelled. And if you see 
any signs of a skimming 
device, call 999 to contact 
Essex Police immediately as 
the offenders will usually be 
close by, monitoring activity 
at the ATM.” 

Police are appealing for 
anyone with information

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Sister's grief 
as biker dies 
in road crash

THE grieving sister of a motor¬ 
cyclist killed in a road collision 
has paid tribute to her “won¬ 
derful, loving and kind-heart¬ 
ed” brother. 

Australian Sascha Brand (28), of 
Parsonage Leys, Harlow, died on 
Monday morning after apparently 
losing control of his motorbike and 
colliding with a car on the B1393 at 
Thornwood Common. 

Mr Brand lived with his sister, 
Natalie Dean, who described him as 
“the kindest person in the whole wide 
world”. 

“Sascha didn’t have a bad bone in 
his body,” she said. “He was a gentle 
giant and everyone who knew him 
loved him. 

“He would always put other people 
first and nothing was ever too much 
trouble for him. He was a wonderful, 
loving, kind-hearted man and we’ll 
miss him so much.” 

Mr Brand’s girlfriend Daniella 
Kessler (17), of Rundells, Harlow, 
described Mr Brand as her “best 
friend and inspiration”.

“He was the funniest, most caring 
and most protective person I know,” 
she said. “He is the most amazing 
thing that ever happened to me and 
I’ll never stop loving him.” 

Mr Brand, who was manager of the 
Sony Centre in Loughton, grew up in 
Cairns, Australia, and came to the 
UK around four years ago, moving in 
with his sister and her husband. 


He had been on his way to work on 
Monday morning when the accident 
happened at around 8.15am. 

“Nothing can prepare you for that 
knock on the door from the police,” 
said Natalie. “I can’t describe how 
awful that moment is when you’re 
told someone so close to you has died 
in such a tragic way. 

“It still hasn’t sunk in properly. I 
keep expecting Sascha to turn up at 
the front door and for all this to have 
been a horrible dream.” 

Natalie said her family now 
planned to fly her brother’s body 
back to Australia for burial after his 
friends stepped in to help meet the 
cost of repatriation. 

“We want Sascha to be laid to rest 
in Australia,” she said. “It’s what he 
would have wanted and he should be 
near his family. 

“We simply couldn’t have afforded 
to fly him home without the generos¬ 
ity of his friends. I want to thank 
everyone from the bottom of my 
heart who helped us out by donating 
money.” 

Police are investigating the colli¬ 
sion and have asked witnesses to con¬ 
tact PC Sue Keel at Chigwell road 
policing unit on 0300 333 4444.

Footpath repairs long overdue 


SIR, In response to Terry Slater’s 
letter in last week’s Star asking who 
requested the resurfacing of 
footpaths along Southern Way, the 
answer was me for starters. 

In September of this year a new 
school will be opening at the far 
end of Southern Way with pupils 
relocating from the current 
Passmores site and having to travel 
along Southern Way to reach it. 

Last summer I went out for a ride 
on my bike and cycled from Staple 
Tye to the new school site on the 
footpath. Areas of this footpath 
were breaking up and were in as 
bad a state as the potholed roads. 
The purpose of replacing the 
footpaths is to ensure the safe 
passage of my son, and all other 
pupils who will be walking or 
cycling along the new footpath/cycle 
track without having to dodge the 


potholes and traffic on Southern 
Way. 

It may cause some inconvienence 
but there are other ways around to 
avoid the works and as it is for the 
safety of young people in Harlow 
then it is money well spent.

SIR, Terry Slater writes 
concerning about what he considers 
to be a waste of public money. 
Perhaps I can enlighten him 
regarding the three areas that he 
mentioned. 

Firstly, the work being carried out 
along Southern Way is not just a 
resurfacing of the footpath; it is the 
construction of a cycle track and 
footpath to provide a safe route to 
the new Passmores School so that 
when it opens later this year, pupils 


will be able to cycle to the new 
facility in relative safety. 

It’s just a pity that the new route 
will not provide a complete link for 
all the children that live to the west 
of Staple Tye, many of whom will 
have a considerable journey with no 
direct cycle route when the old 
Passmores closes. 

As for the recent appearance of 
bollards on the cycle tracks near 
Staple Tye, I’m as confused as Mr 
Slater. I see no real reason for them 
and neither does local county 
councillor Guy Mitchinson, who is 
aware of them but has not been 
able to give me a reason for their 
installation. 

As for the ‘cats eyes’, they are on 
trial. The purpose of them is to 
define the edges of the cycle track 
in poorly lit areas. From my 
experience I don’t think that they 


are worth proceeding with, despite 
the very poor lighting on much of 
cycle tracks. 

We must encourage cycling in the 
town, particularly among the 
young, so any effort towards this 
end is welcome in my book.

Axed jobs and services 
may never be replaced

Cemetery deal is not a case of privatising death

PRIVATISING the dead. That was the 
charge levelled by some against Harlow 
Council's plans to bring in a private 
partner to run Parndon Wood 
Cemetery. 

True, the council is going to have the 
cemetery privately run. But before I 
get accused of putting a price tag on 
grief, let's have some clarity about 
what's happening. 

Those who opt for a burial or 
cremation at a council-run facility like 
Parndon Wood should expect to be able 
to say goodbye to their loved ones in a 
dignified way. That has patently not 
been the case for some while. 

Those who have visited Parndon Wood 
recently will know what I mean. 
Services are conducted in buildings 
where windows leak, paint peels and 
surroundings are unkempt. A frankly 


shameful setting for such a sensitive 
time. 

It has reached the point where one 
vicar I know, who lives across the 
border in Hertfordshire, would rather 
his bereaved parishioners hold their 


services in Stevenage and avoid 
Harlow. That's some legacy for the 
town that promised to look after its 
residents from cradle to grave. 

A deal with a commercial company 
means that we now have a partner 


prepared to put in one million pounds 
that the council does not have to 
upgrade the cemetery. That means not 
only buildings and roads but costly 
major items like the cremators. 

The crematorium is not being 
"privatised" - the council will still own 
it. 

This is also not a new plan; the 
previous council discussed the 
involvement of a commercial company 
in Parndon Wood since 2005. So spare 
me the sudden pious lectures on 
privatising death. 

Our private partner will make a profit. 
The business of dying is, after all, a 
business. But they will modernise the 
crematorium in a way the council can't 
afford to and that has to be a good 
deal for residents.

Police caught 
traveller with 
shotgun in car 


A DRUNKEN traveller caught by police with a 
loaded sawn-off shotgun in his car has been 
jailed for more than three years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told that when John 
O’Connor (60) was pulled over by officers his hand was 
resting near the firearm. One cartridge had been dis¬ 
charged from the rusty weapon but another live round 
remained. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, said police saw a car 
being reversed out of the travellers’ site in Fern Hill 
Lane, Harlow, at around 8.30pm on July 30 last year. 
The vehicle mounted one grass verge and then another 
as it reversed. 

O’Connor gave a false name to the officers who saw 
the shortened double barrel shotgun by his right hand 
side. No attempt had been made to conceal it. 

A breath test showed he had 71 mg of alcohol in 
100ml of breath - just over the twice the legal limit. 

Graham Brown, representing O’Connor whose 
address was given as the travellers’ site in Elizabeth 
Way, Harlow, said the defendant and others had found 
the shotgun that afternoon while clearing out his father’s 
shed. He had put it to one side and did not know how it

ended up in the car, which was not his. 

The court heard that O’Connor had served a six-year 
prison sentence for causing the death of his brother by 
careless driving after he had consumed alcohol. Since 
his release he had become the head of the family. 

O’Connor pleaded guilty to possession of the shotgun 
and driving with excess alcohol, while disqualified and 
without insurance. 

He was jailed for three years for the firearms offence 
and given a consecutive sentence of four months for 
driving while disqualified and a concurrent period of 
three months for drink-driving. The gun was ordered to 
be forfeited and destroyed. 

Passing sentence, Judge Anthony Goldstaub said 
there was no lawful use for the weapon, adding: “This 
leads me to conclude that you had it for some unlawful 
purpose at the back of your mind. 

“People must understand that if they are in possession 
of a gun they will very likely go to prison without more 
being said.”

Michelle Meade, co-owner of Ripped 
Gym at Wych Elm, said: “It was because 
we are a predominantly body building gym 
with a predominantly male environment 
that we thought it would be nice to do 
something in aid of prostate and testicular 
cancer. 

“Plus we have some really good-looking 
men in this gym so we thought it would be 
a shame not to share them!” 

She added: “People in Harlow were 
amazing. It worked so well because the 
community was behind it. 

“We would really like to thank everyone 
who helped produce the calendar or bought 
a copy, and to all the guys who took part. It 
has all been a lot of fun for a really good 
cause.” 

The money raised was paid directly to 
Everyman, the UK’s leading prostate and 
testicular cancer campaign.

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Kurdistan: 
triumph of 
democracy 


Harlow MP Robert Halfon has just returned from northern Iraq where 
he was part of a UK Parliamentary delegation on a fact-finding trip to 
Kurdistan. While there he met the president and representatives of 
the Kurdistan Regional Government, visited an overcrowded prison 
and was shown around one of Saddam Hussein's torture chambers 
known as the Red House. This week, writing exclusively for the Star, 
he recounts his experiences of an open, democratic and progressive 
nation determined to emerge from the shadow of genocide.

I MAGINE if, God forbid, a 
deranged dictator dropped 
chemical weapons - mustard 
gas - over Harlow. Imagine if 
5,000 people had died in just a 
few days. Imagine too that a 
million people from Essex had 
been murdered by the same 
dictator in just 20 years and the 
intent was to kill everyone with 
Essex connections. 

Impossible? Thank goodness. 
Unthinkable even? Absolutely. 

Tragically, such a scenario was not so 
unthinkable or impossible in Iraq, where 
more then one million Kurds were 
murdered during the reign of Saddam 
Hussein. 

That is why, earlier this month, I decided 
to visit northern Iraq as part of a 
Parliamentary delegation. 

Autonomous Kurdistan was only 
established in 2003. Whilst an important 
part of Iraq, the Kurdistan Regional 
Government makes its own laws, 
controls its own army and decides its 
own pace of economic development. 

In contrast to most other parts of Iraq, 
KRG is relatively terrorist-free, although 
there are continuous threats from A1 
Qaeda. There have also been a number of 
suicide bombings in recent years - two in 
2004 which claimed 98 lives, two at our 
hotel in Sully in 2004 and 2007 and a 
truck bomb which killed one person in 
2008. 

But a real democracy has been created, 
one with property rights, religious 
tolerance, the rule of law with proper 
justice and courts, a free press and a 
vigorous political opposition. The 
economy is booming, with commercial 
relations strengthened with a number of 
countries, most notably neighbouring 
Turkey. 

Universities, too, are flourishing, with 
new ones being built. Education is seen 
as the root to all success. 

I was astounded by the levels of religious 
tolerance. Whilst Christians are being 
murdered and persecuted across Iraq - 
the October church massacre in which 44 
Christians died being the most recent 
tragic example - in Kurdistan they are 
welcomed and supported. The Kurdish 
president has invited Christian refugees 
to take safe haven in his region. 

Wherever we went we met Christian 
Kurds - including the Bishop of Erbil - 
who acknowledged the decency in which 
Christians were treated. I had not known 
that Iraqi Kurdistan once had a Jewish 
population of 17 per cent and came 
across an old Jewish quarter in the major 
city of Sulemaniya which was under a 
Government preservation order to protect 
its heritage. 

During a meeting with the president, he 
said that if he was not constrained by the 
Iraqi government and if policy changed, 
he would invite the Israelis to open a 
consulate the very next day. How many 
other Muslim states across the Middle 
East would preserve their Jewish heritage 
in this way, let alone openly state they 
would like good relations with Israel? 


B ut the genocide was a reminder of 
how the Kurdish story could have 
all been so different. 

A day spent at the Halabja Memorial 
Centre and Garden showed all too clearly 
the Saddam-led Baathist regime’s 
determination to wipe out Iraqi Kurds. 
Starting in the 1970s, Kurds in Saddam’s 
Iraq were first marginalised and then 
demonised before being destroyed. 

On March 16, 1988, Saddam ordered 
planes to drop mustard gas over the 
Kurdish city of Halabja. Some of the 
citizens had an inkling of what was 
going to happen as all the Baathists had 
left the city some days before. They, too, 
left but returned a few days late, as they 
thought nothing was going to happen. 
The mustard gas killed more than 5,000 
Kurds. In order to achieve maximum 
effect, the pilots first dropped bombs in 
order to smash the windows of buildings 
so that few would be able to escape the 
effects of the chemical weapons. 

Had Saddam stayed in power it is likely 
that, at some point, the rest of Kurdistan 
would have been covered with mustard 
gas. Yet inexplicably, the slaughter of the 
Kurds is not recognised as a genocide by 
the international community, most 
notably the United Nations. 

If the Halabja Memorial Centre was a 
remembrance of genocide, it was 


arriving at a former Baathist torture 
chamber known as the Red House that 
was a reminder of Saddam’s brutality. 
Blood still on the floors, hooks on the 
walls from which people were hung and 
torture instruments on tables. 

Worst of all was a section known as the 
party room. It was an open area where 
Kurdish women were taken to be raped 
and assaulted by the guards. 

Outside, there was both a shooting 
gallery and a place for hanging prisoners. 
With all this suffering it would have been 
easy for Iraqi Kurds to draw in amongst 
themselves, blame the world for their 
woes and even resort to terrorism. But in 
Iraqi Kurdistan, the opposite has been the 
case, despite significant problems. 

The region remains deeply conservative. 
Whilst polygamy has recently been 
outlawed de facto, female genital 
mutilation remains at disturbing levels. 
Although the progressive Kurdish 
Women’s Union suggested to us that it 
might be as high as 64 per cent, other 
figures put it at between 20-40 per cent. 
Illiteracy remains high and there is 
desperate need for a better health system. 
We were told by the health minister that 
the KRG could not even get proper 
medicines into the country because they 
were compelled by the Iraqi government 
to buy specialised medicines via a 
particular agent, who happened to be a 


senior former Baathist supporter. 

The penal system, too, is in need of great 
repair. During Saddam’s time there were 
just a couple of prisons in the whole 
country, one of which was Abu Graib. As 
a result there are real pressures on 
dealing with prisoners in Kurdistan. 

We visited one in Erbil - a former 
British-built railway station - which was 
desperately overcrowded. Taken to a 
smallish room, we saw more than 120 
inmates, many sleeping on the floor. To 
the credit of the governor and prison 
warders, they took us voluntarily to see 
these prison cells. They were 
campaigning for better jails and asked us 
to take their message to the authorities. 

W hatever these problems, in all 
our meetings with government 
officials and parliamentarians, 
everyone showed a recognition of the 


difficulties Kurdistan faces. None were 
afraid to face up to the challenges. 

The reason for this is clear. Despite being 
surrounded by hostile neighbours, 
threatened by terrorism, challenged by 
Islamist extremists and Arab nationalism, 
Kurdistan remains an open society. The 
determination to learn from the past 
rather than live in it is something 
tangible. It’s amazing to think what real 
democracy and a free economy can 
achieve in just seven years. 

You can argue about the Labour 
Government’s dodgy dossiers, you can 
disagree over United Nations resolutions, 
you can debate until the next millennium 
as to whether the Iraq war was justified. 
What cannot be disputed, however, is that 
the removal of Saddam Hussein not only 
ended the genocide but also brought 
about an independent, progressive, free 
nation in the shape of Kurdistan.

I T’S not every morning we 
come into the office to find a 
brick sitting on the Nostalgia 
desk! 

After our initial surprise, a closer 
inspection revealed it was actually 
one of 500 bricks saved from the 
recently demolished Terminal 2 at 
Heathrow Airport which was 
originally designed by Sir Frederick 
Gibberd, the architect responsible for 
the master plan on which Harlow 
New Town was built. 

It was regular Nostalgia contributor 
and local history buff Ron Bill who 
dropped in the brick, one of two he 
received when members of the 
Gibberd Garden Trust attended a 
ceremony at the airport to 
commemorate the demolition of Sir 
Freddie’s 1955 control tower. 

The designs for the Terminal 2 
building - then known as the Europa 
building - and control tower were 
part of a £21 m redevelopment of the 
central terminal area. 

Construction began in 1951 with 
both iconic buildings being 
inaugurated by Her Majesty the 
Queen on December 16, 1955. 

Used initially as Heathrow's primary 
terminal building, Terminal 2 went 
on to hit the headlines on numerous 
occasions, including in 1957 when 
the first non-stop flight from 
Heathrow to California set a new 
record for distance and time. 

Pop fans may remember the scenes, 
in 1964 when The Beatles famously 



travelled through the terminal. 

After 55 years of service, the 
building was demolished last 
year as part of a new £lbn 
redevelopment scheme. 

Fourteen members of the 
Gibberd Garden Trust attended 
the event held in the old control 
tower, each receiving a 
souvenir brick with 
commemorative plaque. 

The Trust was further presented with 
the original metal commemorative 
plaque from the building, which is 
now on a long term loan to the 
Gibberd archive. 

“We will display it in the Gibbard 
Rooms,” said Ken Collins, one of the 
group’s trustees and author of Sir 
Frederick Gibberd and His Garden. 

“We are hoping to do something 
imaginative with the bricks as well!”

Drivers given 
a warning of 
speed checks 


POLICE in Essex are stepping up 
efforts to catch speeding drivers this 
month. 

Following on from the success of last 
month’s Christmas anti-drink drive cam¬ 
paign which saw 181 drivers arrested, offi¬ 
cers will be carrying out random speed 
checks across the county. 

They will be increasing static checks for 
the remainder of January and supporting 
Community Speed Watch groups as they 
continue to carry out regular checks in their 
communities. 

Casualty reduction manager Adam Pipe 
said: “Residents continue to tell us that 
speeding is a concern in their communities 
yet we still see a number of people driving 
at excess speed and putting themselves and 
others in danger. 

“Carrying out these checks gives us the 
opportunity not just to deal with those who 
drive at excessive speed with fixed penalty 
notices and, in more serious cases, court 
proceedings, but also to stop, engage and 
offer advice to drivers at the roadside. The 
checks also help us identify those using the 


county’s roads to commit crime. 

“Speed limits are there as maximum 
speeds. You should drive according to con¬ 
ditions of the road and the weather. This is 
about taking responsibility, respecting the 
road and understanding the effect speeding 
has on communities up and down the coun¬ 
ty.” 

Police officers can deal with speeding 
drivers in a number of ways: 

# Verbal roadside warning. 

# Speed awareness course. This gives 
drivers caught speeding the chance to com¬ 
plete a workshop to help them understand 
the consequences of speeding rather than 
be issued with a fixed penalty notice result¬ 
ing in three penalty points and a £60 fine. 
0 Fixed penalty notice. Drivers can pay a 
£60 fine and accept three points on their 
licence rather than face prosecution. 

0 Report to court. Drivers who are 25mph 
or more over the speed limit will be report¬ 
ed to court. Other reasons for a report to 
court include the driver already having nine 
points on their licence or them opting to go 
to court. 


Sleepout to raise awareness 
of the plight of the homeless 


HARLOW residents are being urged to put 
on some extra layers of clothing, grab a 
cardboard box and experience a night under 
the stars to help increase awareness about 
the plight of the homeless. 

The sponsored sleepout at St Mary-at- 
Latton Church will also raise money for 
local charity Streets2Homes, which pro¬ 
vides help and support to the socially 
excluded. 

Rev Lynn Hurry, vicar at St Mary-at- 
Latton, said: “We’ve told people not to 
bring tents as they are meant to be experi¬ 
encing what life is like for homeless peo¬ 
ple. 

“Sleeping bags are okay but we also 
want people to bring cardboard boxes to 
really get a feel of being homeless. We 
should remember how lucky we are when 


we’re tucked up in our warm beds, in a safe 
environment with family there to help us 
when we get in trouble.” 

Streets2Homes chairman Brian Winder 
added: “Although there are not vast num¬ 
bers of homeless people in Harlow com¬ 
pared to other areas, there will always be 
people who have problems and become 
homeless. 

“We helped more than 250 homeless 
people over the last year but we desperate¬ 
ly need assistance in raising money so that 
we can continue our good work and help 
more people.”

Anorexic shop thief 
'a walking skeleton' 


A CHRONIC anorexic 
described in court as a 
walking skeleton has been 
spared jail after admitting 
stealing from two shops and 
failing to answer court bail 
conditions. 

David White, of Willow- 
field, was so frail when he 
arrived at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday he 
had to be helped up the 
stairs to the dock. 

He pleaded guilty to 
stealing seven CDs and a 
DVD worth £102 from 
HMV in Chelmsford on 15 
October last year. He was 
also found to have books 
worth £114 which he had 
taken from Waterstones. 

The court was told White 
had a string of previous 
convictions for shoplifting. 

White was represented by 
Justin Hugheston-Roberts, 
who appealed for leniency. 
He said that shortly after 
Christmas the defendant 
had undergone a CT scan- 
which had revealed he had 


absolutely nothing in his 
stomach - neither food nor 
drink. 

Mr Hugheston-Roberts 
said that White needed help 
and if he went to prison it 
was unlikely he would 
come out, adding that most 
of the previous sentences 
had been conditional dis¬ 
charges. 

“He is a 39-year-old 
walking skeleton,” said Mr 
Hugheston-Roberts. “He is 
under six stone and he is lit¬ 
erally disappearing. 

“It’s extremely sad that 
we live in a society where 
people like this cannot be 
helped.” 

White was given a three- 
month community order 
and must wear an electronic 
tag to ensure he does not 
breach a 7pm-7am curfew 
which was imposed for a 
period of three months. 

He also admitted failing 
to answer court bail the pre¬ 
vious day for which there 
was no separate penalty.

Jazz veteran 
Jack is still 
going strong

A VETERAN jazz trombonist from 
Epping will be blowing up a storm 
at St John’s ARC next Thursday 
when he brings allstar band The 
Chicagoans to the Old Harlow 
venue. 

At the age of 78, Jackie Free is lucky to 
be alive after surviving a triple heart 
bypass in 2009, but he 
hasn’t let his health 
problems get in the way of 
his music. 

Described by local 
drumming ace John 
Petters - the man behind 
the ARC’S regular 
programme of jazz gigs - 
as a hot, fiery yet melodic 
player, Jack’s career 
stretches back to the 1940s 
and has seen him play 
alongside a host of jazz 
greats, including Louis 
Armstrong. 

At the height of the 1950s 
Trad boom Jack was making waves in 
the popular Freddy Randall Jazz Band, 
later joining the ensemble led by his old 
pal, clarinetist Dave Shepherd. 

And during the 1980s Jack was a regular 
guest at the Square Jazz Club in Harlow, 
where he first played with John Petters’ 
Dixielanders. In 1989 he performed a 
number of dates with the Legends of 


American Dixieland, including sell-out 
concerts at Harlow Playhouse and the 
100 Club in London's Oxford Street. 

“To hear him play you would never 
guess the health issues he has 
overcome,” said John. “Jack takes no 
prisoners on the bandstand. 

“The Chicagoans' repertoire will echo 
the musical styles heard in the Windy 
City when America’s prohibition laws 
spawned illicit drinking clubs and 
provided a musical base for many of 

Dixieland’s first generation 
of players - men like Bix 
Beiderbecke, Louis 
Armstrong, Eddie Condon 
and Jack Teagarden.” 

Next Thursday’s show will 
also feature top trumpeter 
Mike Cotton, who led the 
popular Mike Cotton 
Sound in the 1960s and 
turned down future pop 
stars Elton John and Joe 
Cocker after they failed to 
impress in band auditions! 
Clarinetist and tenor 
saxophonist John Crocker 
will provide the perfect foil 
for Jack’s sliding trombone and Mike’s 
soaring trumpet, while pianist John 
China, bassist Murray Salmon and John 
Petters himself make up the driving 
rhythm section.

All of that incredible will and 
discipline in the dance studio 
certainly pays off. Portman 
powerfully conveys the disparity 
between her character’s physical 
strength and grace and her mental 
frailty when insecurities and 
jealousy steadily gnaw away at her 
self-confidence. 

Artistic director Thomas Leroy 


(Vincent Cassel) presides over a 
ballet company at New York’s 
Lincoln Center, all too aware that 
his productions have lost their edge. 
So he very publicly terminates the 
services of prima ballerina Beth 
Macintyre (Winona Ryder) and 
chooses Nina Sayers (Portman) as 
her replacement to lead an 
erotically charged new staging of 
Swan Lake.

Pilates - the fitness 
regime of the stars 


AS you think about your New 
Year's resolutions this year, one 
of them is almost certainly to be 
health and fitness related. 

One of the most talked about 
fitness trends of recent years has 
been pilates. Jennifer Anniston, 
Jamie Lee Curtis, Gwyneth 
Paltrow, Madonna, Hugh Grant 
and John Cleese have all 
declared themselves huge fans.

Top tips for losing 


ARE you determined to lose weight this 
year? If healthier habits and weight loss 
are your goal for 2011, then you're in good 
company. It's one of the UK's top five 
resolutions every year. The hard part is 
actually sticking to it and making real 
changes! There are some superb 
organisations out there with experts on 
hand to help but we have a few tips that 
can help you to keep on track with your 
weight loss resolution. 

Write down your goals

I N the world of premium 
estate cars, one model has 
attracted a considerable 
following. For all the interest in 
big SUVs capable of swallowing 
your family and the kitchen 
sink, the executive estate has 
proven to be a load-lugger with 
class, sophistication and greater 
subtlety. 

And if you’re talking subtle, the 
Mercedes E-Class is a world 
champion.

E-Class’s load function with the 
rest of the car. In simple terms, 
the word you're looking for is 
elegant.

TWENTY-one year-old Georgie 
Tweddell, from Harlow, is cele¬ 
brating after becoming one of the 
youngest women in the country to 
pass the Uefa B football coaching 
badge. 

And former Stewards School student 
Georgie certainly achieved her badge 
the hard way - by coaching first team 
stars at Harlow Town FC. 

Hawks co-owner Tom Cunningham paid 
tribute to the youngster, who has been 
offered a coaching role at Barrows Farm, but 
also hopes to pursue her dream of coaching 
in the USA, arguably home to the strongest 
professional women’s football league in the 
world. 

Having the badge also means she can 
coach disabled people, which is an area she 
will focus on if she decides to remain in 
England. 

Georgie, of Moorfields, will now study 
for her Uefa A badge, which would place her 
in the top percentage of football coaches in 
the UK. 

Cunningham enthused: “We want Georgie 
to have an active role in the Football Club 
with us. What she has done is nothing short 
of amazing. 

“She has taken training sessions for the 
first team and that would be quite daunting 
too many people, but she took that on.” 

Georgie said she enjoyed the banter with 
the Hawks squad - even if she was on the

receiving end of some of it. “It was fine. I 
coach women and men. The men frown on 
you a little bit but later on they know what 
you are talking about.

As part of the two-year training course for 
the Uefa B badge, Georgie coached top 
women’s teams in Philadelphia and 


Delaware in a 10-month spell in the United 
States. 

She also coached at Blue Square Premier 
side Luton Town and has previously coached 
women at Milton Keynes Dons’ centre of 
excellence. 

She said: “I can take the Uefa B badge 
anywhere in the world. It means I can coach 
in the USA. Not many women have the Uefa 
B badge. There are none in Hertfordshire or

Georgie particularly enjoyed her time in 
the USA in 2009, where she also played until 
she was struck down by an injury. “It was a 
lot of commitment. I was the youngest to go 
out there,” she said. 

She found out last Thursday that she had 
passed the Uefa B badge. She is now focus¬ 
ing on completing her BA honours degree in 
sport and community leadership at universi¬ 
ty in Bedfordshire which ends in 2012. 

Georgie has also applied to coach at the 
Paralympics in London next year. 

The Uefa B badge was largely made up of 
practical elements, plus one exam. 

Only 3,180 people have passed the course 
in the UK. It means she can coach at a 
Barclays Premiership club. 

Football-mad Georgie, a left-sided mid¬ 
fielder, has played for several women’s 
teams including Arsenal Ladies, West Ham, 
Ipswich and Colchester. 

“I’m now just concentrating on the coach¬ 
ing. It’s taken up a lot of my time,” she 
added.
